Washington, April 17.—The exist- 
ing system of military jurispru- 
dence is ‘designed to produce.an ef- 
ficient, dependable fighting army, 
not to do exact justice to individual 
soldiers, according to the views vig- 
orously presented today to the com- 
mittee of the American Bar associa- 
tion by army officers of field ex- 
perience, including Major Genera! 
Edwin F. Glenn, organizer and com- 
mander of the 83d division and now 
again in command of Camp Sherman. 
In attaining that objective, the of- 


chinery for enforcing military dis- 
cipline had proved both efficient 
and fair, the final product of the 
system closely approximating jus- 
tice to the individual in addition to 
producing what General Glenn de- 
scribed as the best disciplined army 
in France. 

Cases of court-martial sentences 
so excessive in the penalty awarded 
as to be ridiculous were freely ad- 
mitted by the officers. Such sen- 
tences only served, Gencrai Glenn 
insisted, to prove that even in the 
efirly stage of the military-legal 
proceedings, the action of the courts

“When exact justice interferes 
with the building up of the army, 
exact justice must be sacrificed.” 

“There is, of course,” Major Mac- 
Donald added, “some room for im- 
provement. There always is in any 
system of law or taxation; but the 
present army justice system is a 
very efficient machine. We have 
felt that we could attend to the 
question of exact justice after the 
war.” 

Colonel Ansell to Appear. 

The officer submitted a record of 
174 general court-martial cases tried 
at Camp Sherman. He called atten- 
tion to one sentence of twenty-five 
years imposed on a man who refused 
to obey a lawful order from an offi- 
cer. On the face of the record, he 


said, the sentence seemed excessive; 
but that it was justified by facts 
and as reviewing judge advocate he 
had regretted only that the prison 
term had not been longer. Explain- 
ing the case, he said the soldier had 
been ordered to work at the base 
hospital on a Saturday during the 
influenza epidemic and had refused 
en account of religious scruples, al- 
legging he was a member of the faith 
that set that day aside for worship.

Parade of 115 Heroes of 
Belgian Army Through 
Downtown Atlanta on 
Monday Afternoon. 


Atlanta is to be given a chance to 
see those heroes who have made a 
name for themselves in this war 
and who will appear in the future 
history of the world as real repre- 
sentative soldiers of the greatest of 
all world wars—the Belgian heroes. 
The party which will parade in this 
city to add impetus to the Victory 
loan sale of bonds, together with 
their dog teams, their machine guns 
that helped to save the western 
front and other implements of war, 
will arrive in Atlanta on Monday 
morning on board their special train 
provided by the government in their 
national tour. On Monday after- 
noon these men will parade through 
the principal streé¢ts and a celebra- 
tion will be tendered them by a 
committee headed by Samuel C. 
Dobbs, Atlanta loan chairman: 
Henry DeCGive, Belgian consul, and 
Julian Boehm. 

Real souvenirs of the present war 
including German aeroplanes, war 
relics, Boche guns, helmets and war 
decorations taken from dead Ger- 
man soldiers will make up several 
carloads and will be placed on ex- 
hibition in this city in an effort to 
arouse additional interest in the 
last American Liberty loan drive.

Announcement of plans now in 
the hands of army officials of this 


city was made to The Constitution |

the south. Colonel B. M. Bailey, 
recruiting officer for the Georgia 
district, has been empowered by 
the United States air service to ne- 
gotiate with towns for the con- 
struction of landing fields. 

| Several days ago the air service, 
| co-operating with other branches 
‘agreed by letter from Major Earle 
‘Ss. Schofield to Colonel Bailey, to 
dispatch several aeroplanes to this 
section of the country to stimulate 
recruiting and aid generally in ac-

teresting branch, providing suit- 

able landing fields could be ob- 

| tained. 

‘ Major Schofield explained the 
landing field situation thoroughly 
to Colonel Bailey and the latter set 

| to work immediately to enlist the 

aid of the cities of southern Geor- 
gia to furnish the fields. 
Griffin Makes Bid. 

Owing to the topography in the 
vicinity of the cities in the north- 
ern part of the state, with the ex- 
‘ception of Atlanta, it is stated that 
‘it would be exremely difficult to 
get many fields, although the 
southern cities are more favorably 
situated and several ideal locations 
could be obtained. It is in the 
southern part of the state that 
Colonel Bailey hopes to start his 
work. 

Getting fiext to the situation 
first, the city of Griffin, through 
its board of trade, has made the 
|first bid to Colonel Bailey and 
has agreed to furnish’ suitable 
ground for the construction of a 
field. The Griffin people have in 
mind their large fair ground, which 
they think can be made to meet 
every requirement of the aviators. 

Among the things which Colonel 
Bailey states must be taken into 
consideration are that the field 
must be at least 500x1,000 feet in 
dimension with no high obstacles at 
either side, smooth and if possible 
of stubble surface. The stubble is 
said to be of great assistance ip 
landing, offering resistance to the 
wheels of the planes and helping 
them tocometoastop. It must also 
be possible for the army people to 
secure quantities of gasoline, not 
below 60 per cent gravity, with the 
proper kind of oil, inasmuch as the 
expense of transporting that ma- 
terial any distance would not be 
considered. 

For Aerial Mail. 

“You can safely’ state” said 
Colonel Bailey, “that in the event 
these fields are éstablished in sev- 
eral of the cities of southern Geor- 
gia it will mean that the first 
steps havé been taken in getting 
aerial mail service for Georgia and 
this section of the south. 

“Our present scheme is to have 
planes visit these cities for exhibi- 
tion purposes and to assist in re- 
cruiting. On that account it will 
be of advantage for us to send 
Planes to any of the cities which 
can provide for them during fairs, 
carnivals or any other amusement 
where large crowds gather. 

“When it is seen that Georgia 
has a chain of suitable landing 
fields it seems to me that there 
should be no reason in the world 
why consideration would net be 
given to the aerial mail service by 
the postal department.” 

Many New Recrults. 

Colonel Bailey also states in con- 
nection with his work throughout 
the state that recruitipz is pro- 
gressing at a splendid rate. The 


war department called for 50,000 
bachelor volunteers to replace men 
now in the service and Georgia’s 
quota is nearly filled already. 

Recruiting is also being gotten 
under way for service in the Philip- 
pines, Panama and other stations 
off the coast of the United States. 
There ate many men of the high- 
est type taking advantage of an 
opportunity for getting into the 
service now When they can patri- 
Otically aid those men who have 
reasons for getting home, and sta- 
tistics at the local offices will show 
that many college men are among 
the latest recruits. 

Colone! Bailey requests that any 
other cities or towns which are in- 
terested in providing aviation fields 
communicate with hig office in At- 
lanta and the mattef will be given 
immediate attention.

New York, April 17.—Madame de

igtroduced her to Karl Rodiger, a 
German agent, to whom Fricke is 
said to have supplied funds. 

Mme. de Victorica said that at a 
luncheon she had with Fricke and 
Rodiger, the latter asked her to es- 
tablish’ her identity. To do so she 
named two officials of the German 
admiralty.

The situation in Petrograd, the di- 
rector reports, has been growing 
worse and numerous anti-Bolshevik 
outbreaks have occurred there. In 
February there were 83,000 deaths in 
Petrograd, compared to 123,000 in 
January. 

SUCCESSES WON 
BY RED FORCES. 

London, April 17.—Continued suc- 
cesses for Russian soviet forces 
along almost the whole of the west- 
ern Russian front from the Baltic to 
the Black sea is claimed in a Rus- 
sian official wireless dispatch re- 
ceived here today. 

West of Riga the Letts have been 
driven southward to within four 
miles of Mitau. 

West of Proskurof, the Bolsheviki 
have taken Volochysk, on the for- 
mer Russian-Galician frontier and 
within twenty-five miles of Tar- 
nopol. : : 

In the Crimea soviet forces have 
crossed the salt lakes and advanced 
in the direction of Simferopol, the 
capital of the Crimea. 

The statement reads: 

“We have compelled the enemy to 
withdraw across the frontier in the 
region of Lake Sander, north of Olo- 
netz. On the whole of the Courland 
front the offensive continues to meet 
with success, especially in the re- 
gion of Shlotsk, where the enemy’s 
right has been cleared as far as four 
miles from Mitau. 

“We have captured Volochysk, on 
the Galician front, and the front of 
the forces of the Ukrainian direc-« 
tory there has been cut in two, In 
the direction of Sarny (north of 
Volochysk) the enemy is retiring 
southward, abandoning ai great 
number of prisoners and wounded. 

“In the Crimea the red army has 
crossed the line of the salt lakes and 
occupied Tchukdihankoyi. The of- 
fensive continues in the direction of 
Simferopol.” 

The mention by the Russian s0- 
viet government of fighting in the 
|region north of Olonetz, indicates 
‘that the BolshevViki have resumed 
the campaign against the Finns. 
Olonetz is northeast of Petrograd 
and on the opposite side of Lake 
Ladoga.

Mrs. E. C. Shank, an attractive 
woman residing at 66 West Sixth 
street, was just about to open the 
door to her house at 9 o’clock last 
night, when she saw through a 
window leading to the porch two 
burglars ransacking the idrawers 
of a sideboard.

New York, April 17.—With the 
return to Paris of the British 
prime minister, David Lloyd- 
George, accompanied by the Earl 
of Curzon and Lord Milner, it 
is expected that there will be a 
speeding up of the final prep- 
arations, preliminary to the 
gathering of the representatives 
of the associated powers with 
the German delegates at Ver- 
sailles on April 25. 

There was no meeting of the 
council of four at Paris Thurs- 
day, and President Wilson was 
thus enabled to take up many 
matters with various delegations 
which may be considered side is- 
sues of the coming peace set- 
tlement. The problems of many 
countries, including Ireland, Ru- 
mania, Serbia and Portugal, 
have thus again come under the 
consideration of the president. 

According to the present pur- 
pose the covenant of the league 
of nations will be the first sub- 
ject treated in detail after the 
declaration of peace. After that 
the matter of the military, naval 
and aerial terms, reparations, re- 
sponsibilities and frontiers will 
be taken in hand. 

ITALY’S CLAIMS 
NOT YET SETTLED. 

As it is evident that the ques- 
tion of the possession of Fiume 
and the Dalmatian coast has not 
yet been definitely settled, the 
Italian delegates are working 
earnestly to secure a decision 
before the Italian chamber of 
deputies meets on April 24. 

It is the intention of the aero- 
nautical commission of the peace 
conference to form a perma- 
nent international commission 
on aerial navigation, to act as 
a kind of clearing house on all 
questions of air navigation be- 
tween the respective states. 

That the internal political and 
labor troubles in Germany are 
not to be permitted to encroach 
upon the occupied zone any- 
where is indicated by an order 
of the British commander on the 
Rhine, which informs the strik- 
ers in Cologne that they must 
immediately return to work on 
pain of having strong measures 
taken against those who pro- 
mote or countenance unrest. The 
Américan commander some time 
azo issued a similar order. 

Northern Italy is experienc- 
ing a spell of labor trouble, the 
workmen at Milan, Bologna, 
Turin and Genoa, the principal 
manufacturing cities, having 
gone on a 24-hour strike. Earlier 
in the week at Milan there was 
fighting in the streets between 
socialists and anti-socialist 
groups, in which four persons 
were killed and several wound- 
ed. Troops had to be called out 
to restore order. 

LABOR TROUBLES 
IN FRANCE ALSO. 

Labor troubles also are brew- 
ing in the department of the 
Seine, France, of which Paris is 
the capital. A one-day strike 
has been called for May 1 by the 
general federation of labor to 
put forward the federation’s 
program, which calls for an 
eight-hour day, political am- 
nesty, non-intervention in Rus- 
sia, lifting of the state of siege 
and the censorship and the re- 
turn of constittuional guaran- 
tees. A general strike is threat- 
ened if the government and the 
employers do not meet the de- 
mands of the federation, 

Disorders of such magnitude 
are reported from both Euro- 
pean and Asiatic Turkey as to 
give rise to the fear that there 
will be great outbreaks at vari- 
ous points and new massacres 
of Armenians. 

An investigation by the Bel- 
gian central industrial commit- 
tee of the damages suffered by 
Belgium as a result of the war 
shows that these aggregate 35,- 
000,000,000 francs. The items in- 
clude damages to state property, 
Belgian industry and private 
homes and war expenses.

WOMEN RELEASED 
FROM TURK HAREMS 
CRAZED BY HUNGER 


New York, April 17.—Dispatches 
from Constantinople received today 
by the Ameértran committee for Ar- 
menian and Syrian relief reported 
that the problem presented by the 
release of thousands of Christian 
women and children from Turkish 
harems in Asia Minor is constantly 
growing. Many have been given 
ehelter by the relief workers, but 
there remain a large number wan- 
dering about the country destitute, 
some of them cragéd from hunger 
and exposure. 

Telegrams have been received in 
Constantinople front Gregorian Bish- 
ops, pastors and Jeading business 
men in various sections of Asia 
Minor appealing for help for these 
women and children.

Washington, April 17.—Changes 
in the cable censorship regulations 
which will permit the transmission 
without interference by the United 
States censorship of messages be- 
tween the United States and Cen- 
tral America, South America and 
the West Indies, including Mexico 
and Cuba, were announced tonight 
Acting Secretary Roosevelt, of 


ulations, which will become effec- 
tive tomorrow, will permit the 
sending of private code between the 
United States and those countries. 

Censorship of cablegrams to or 
from points within British, French 
or Italian territory, irrespective of 
their route or termini, also has been 
removed by this government, as 
well as messages between all parts 
‘of the world and Central and South 
America, which pass through the 
United States or its possessions. In 
addition, cablegrams to and from 
the Far East, excepting only those 
through, to or from Viadivostok, 
no longer are subject to United 
States censorship. 

Attention was called to the fact, 
however, that British, French and 
Italian censorships are still in op- 
eration and that messages going to, 
those countries 
still will be subject to cencorship 
by those governments, even though 
the United States censorship has 
been removed.

FOR SEA FLIGHT 


Commander Towers Will 

Probably Be in Com- 
mand of Seaplanes in 
Attempt to Cross the 
Atlantic. 


Washington, April 17.—Mobiliza- 
tion of naval effort for the proposed 
flight of seaplanes across the At- 
lantic ocean next month probably 
is more extensive than any héreto- 
fore undertaken in peace time. Cap- 
tain Noble E. Irwin, in charge of 
naval aviation, is the directing head 
and every bureau of the navy de- 
partment as well as the fleet itself 
is co-operating with him, several 
score officers having been assigned 
to work in connection with prepara- 
tions for the flight. 

Planes to be used were designed 
by Naval Constructors Jerome C. 
Hunsacker and Holden C. Richard- 
son and their assistants, in associa-

EXPATRIATE TAX 
MORE THAN INCOME, 


Londo. April 9%.—(Correspond-

That a man should pay more money 
for income tax than the total of 
his income seems the limit of taxa- 
tion. This is said to be the plight 
of a well-known peer who was 
born an American and became nat- 
uralized in England some years> 
His property is in the United 
States. Bein ga British Subject, he 
is compelled. by British laws, to 
pay income tax on all his revenues 
from all sources, and the American 
law compells payment of income 
tax on all his income from Ameri- 
can property. Being a multi-mil- 
lionaire, his income is subject to 
heavy super-tax by both govern- 
ments, and the two taxes are said 
to be more than one hundred ‘per 
cent of the income.

Thrill of Riding 85 Miles an Hour 


ONCE JS ENOUGH, SAYS WILHOIT 


On Dirt Track at Lakewood Park 


This is how they looked when 
The Constitution man first told 
Clark to “let ’er out.” His expres- 
sion changed, even though you 
can’t see it.

Eighty-five miles an hour on a 
dirt track in a litht Fiat. 

Doesn’t sound formidable at all 
when you read it in regular news- 
paper print, does it? 

But when one who is uninitiated 
in the lore and learning of the 
speedway announces that he has rid- 
den with the above record, that per- 
son has cause to make lots of noise. 

Eighty-five miles an hour on the 
dirt track at Lakewood in George 
Clark’s light Fiat was the riding 
that George and [I did Thursday 
morning, and after collecting my 
wits, which were sadly scattered in 
the mad whirl through space and 
dust, I feel that I am fully equipped 
to say something about the thrill 
that the racer feels when he dashes 
wildly over a hard track, hunched 
down behind a little metal shield 


and with a hard gale almost blowing 


the very breath out of him. 
How It Happened. 

Just a word as to how I came to 
ride at Lakewood with one of the 
best known speed demons and most 
expert racers in the world. 

A few days ago Paul Franklin, 
who is promoting the events at 
Lakewood Saturday and who is a 
good friend of mine, proposed that 
I take a little turn with Demon 
George on the track at the fair 
grounds and experience the thrill 
that is almost daily the lot of the 
professional racer. 

Unthinkingly, the offer was ac- 
cepted. And later I was too much 
of a sport or an idiot (choice op- 
tional with the gentle reader) to 
back down. So that’s how I went 
out to Lakewood Thursday morning 
and rode six mad laps over the mile 
dirt track with George Clark. 

We went out in a taxi that was 
capable of fully thirty-five miles 
per if the valves were in good 


shape, and met Demon George sitting 


in his little green Fiat at the en- 
trance of the track. 

Franklin appraised George of the 
purpose of the visit, and the speed 
demon obligingly cranked his mo- 
tor and rolled onto the track with 
a roar like an American barrage. 
I squeezed myself into a half-foot 
of square space on the seat beside 
Clark, and we were off on the wild 
ride. 

First Lap Easy. 

The first lap was easy going and 
greatly exhilirating. In fact, as 
we finished the mile and slid easily 
past a few friends who were taken 
to the park and cautioned about my 
life insurance, I had almost de- 
cided to quit newspaper work and 
go to driving in auto races. 

The second lap was slightly fast- 
er and we must have made about 
fifty per on the straight stretches. 
On the turns there was a feeling 
somewhere in my mid-section that 
was much akin to the sensation one 
experiences when he takes a down- 
ward plunge in a fast elevator, but 
it was momentary, and the wind 
that was rioting over the 
shield just at my face was enough 
to make the blood course warmly 
and to make the experience a de- 
lightful one. 

But, oh, that third mile. 

As we swung into the curve at 
the lower end of the track, Clark 
had just finished pumping several 
pounds of compression on his gas. 
He made no move that I could see, 
but of a sudden the vibrating little 
Fiat took a leap into mid-air and 
there was a sickening careening of 
the whole car as we started to de- 
scribe the arc with the ribbon track. 

The Fun Begins. 

There was a whirl of dust as we 
passed a dry spot in the hard track, 
the little racing machine went over 
on two wheels and the wind took 
the sight from my eyes and the 
breath from my body. 

Instead of disaster, however, the 
car finally headed straight down the 
open track by the lakeside, and the 
air was clear and filled with a 
steady shrieking resulting from the 
force of the little racer’s career 
space. The exhaust thundered and 
roared, and the track rolled up un- 
derneath us like a soft red ribbon 


'on a whirling spool. 


Demon George signalled that we 
were doing eighty-five miles an 
hour. 


it. we were 
something like 200 or 250, 
George said eighty-five, and George 
certainly ought to know. 

There was another sickening roar- 
ing and leaning as we made the 
next turn somewhere over forty, 
and again Clark signalled eighty- 
fice as we hit the straight stretch 
down the track. I saw the crowd 
at the track entrance whirl by in 
a blur of wind-distorted bodies and 
colors, and I couldn’t grin or wave. 


Passing Doray’s Case. 
In fact, I couldn’t even tell Demon 


| George to stop, for the wind tore the 


voice out of my throat and was tug- 
ging madly at my coat and close- 
fitting cap. 

After the third mile I didn’t much 
care. I was busily engaged in vis- 
ualizing the possible moment when 
I would put both my feet on firm 
earth and shout with the joy of 
standing safely in the quiet park. 

In the fifth mile another car— 
Leon Doray's blue _Case—was loaf- 
ing in the middle of the track at 
a turn, and we whizzed by the 
French driver hugging the red bluff 
on the outside and went over next 
the lake on one or two wheels. 

Finally the ride was over and I 
crawled out of the Fiat with the 
tears whipped out of my eyes and 
managed to grin at my friends— 
who, after all, were not destined to 
be troubled with my life insurance. 

I gathered from Paul Franklin 
that we had made the mile in a 
fraction less than sixty seconds, and 
from Demon George that, with one 
more wetting, the track will be in 
the best shape it has ever known 
for the speed events of Saturday 
afternoon, when a half dozen or 
more racers who are world-famous 
will try for honors. 

Harry Glenn Referee. 


I stijl don’t figure how George 
held his car on the track. His hand 
was constantly moving the wheel a 
few inches backward and forward 
like an. expert racer always does. 
He was also on the alert for a 
blown tire or a break of any kind— 
and, believe me, I am thankful that 
the break didn’t come.
